N Ore, That the Table is'divided into-ten Columns, and 
ſo noted with great Figures in the middle, as 1, 2, cc. 
All which I ſhall explain by Exampleras follows. 

Example 1. To find the Moons riſing and ſetting, the 16th day 
of March this year, Iturn to March, and right againlt the 16th 
day, which 1s Sunday, in the fourth Column toward the right 
in the left-harid Page, I find the Moon to be 16 days old; 
with this 16, the Moons Age, I enter the firſt Column of rhe 
Table, noted with the Figure 1, and juſt at rhe bottom I find 
that 16, and right againſt it in the fecond Column 11 hours 
72 minutes, (the time of the Moons ſhining), and the ſame 
day of the month I find the Sunriſeth 5 1 min. after 5, and ſets 
5i Min. before 7, viz. 9 min. after 6, Now becaule {he de- 
creaſeth, I ſubſtraC&t her ſhining from the time of Sun-rifing, 
(by adding 12 hours, becauſe Subſtraction cannot otherwiie 
be made), and the remainder is 6 hours 39 min. the time of 
the Moons rifing, that 1s, 39 min paſt 6 at night : So likewiſe 
by ſubſtratting the Moons ſhining after the ſame manner 
from Sun-ſetting, gives her'{etring. 

Examp. 2. To fnd the Moons ſetting, ard heir of the night, 
the 11th of March, 1 find the Moon by the ſame Rule ro be 3x 
days old, and right againft that her Age, I find in the ſecond 
Column towards the lzfr-hand 8 hours 48 man. for the time of 
her Southing ; then repairing to a Sun-Dia/, I find the ſhadow 
a quarter of an hour paſt the ſtroke of 10 ; ſo that ir wants 1 h. 
4.5 m. ofthe {troke of : 2,vwhich I ſub{tratt from 8 h. 48. m. the 
time ofthe Moons Southing,and the remainder is 7 h. 3 m. the 
true time of the night ; if iz had been paſt 12, 1 muſt have added. 

Examp. 3. To find the time of High-water at Holyhead,Marc 
3, when the Moon 1s 23 days old > Withthis 23 (the Moons 
Age) ITenter the third Column of the Table, and from thence 
dire& my eye along towards the right-hand till I come ro 
the ninth Column, under Ho!yhead, &c. where I find 3 h. 
54 m. the time of High-water ; which becauſe the Moon de- 
creaſes, 1s in the Afternaon ; but if it had been on the 8x» 
day, when the Moon was 8 days old increaſing in Light, - 
would have been the ſame hour 1n the Morning. ,

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An Aftrologionl Judzment on the Year 1690. 
J T is an old, but true ſaying , That the beſt of things are 


moſt corrupted, and among others,the moſt excellent, too 
much verified in this Heavenly Art of Aſtrology, and that 


not'only by her 2oweo and declared Enemies; but alſo, by her 
pretended Friends and Favourites, who under the Colour of | 


rrue Kindneſs, have done her more Miſchief, than the moſt 
implacable Enemy could othzrwiſe invent. 

The Exclamations of the firſt, beſpeaks not only real Preju- 
dice, bur want of true Knowledg in this Divine Arr, and right 
reaſon alſo; and therefore more to be lamented, than heeded ; 
for no one that hath been duly acquainred with its Purity , 
have been able juſtly to ſay any thing againft it; and then it 
follows, that Reaſon muſt be wanting , where hatred g1ves 
Abuſe through meer Ignorance, or the idle Chimera's and 
Reports of others, wholly as ſenſleſs as themſelves; but the 
nthers,cither through pretence of true knowledg of, or friend- 
ſhip, to have been the abſolute and real Inſtruments chat de- 
form'd the ſweer Countenance of that delicate Lady ; and in 
Fuitice, are liable ro anſwer for all the Abuſes of the former. 

Among the latrer, there are two principal kinds, the one, a 
{nrrwhich ſwarm in moſt places, but chiefly in the City of 
Zo:d0n, by the name of 4ſtrologers; who the better to introduce 
their Frand, and ſmether their Ignorance , are not aſhamed to 
24ume the Title of Conjyrers, pretend ro command even the 
very Devil at pleaſure, bririg back flolen Goods, Perſons abſent, 
and the like, when and where deſired, to give Spells, Szgels, 
Lemens, and ſuch like fopperies, to cauſe Marriage, Love, H4- 
zrcd , Riches, Valour , and what not; and by Horary Figures, 
{without hearing the queſtion) to reſolve at once all thin 
paft, preſent, and to come,” whichare Principles ?rue Aſtrology 
no ways owneth, and the very Inſtruments that have rendred 

this glorious Artſo obnoxious and: contemptible to 1ts more 
zpparent and publick Enemies ; for tho 4ftro/ogy duly hand- 
jed, is ſufficient to give all reaſonable Satisfattion ; yer not 
!4ten adminſtred by ſuch unjuſt hands and proceedings, but 
15 a method far differing from, and-above the Sphere of theſe 

Z ntlemens Pratice and Knowlede. 
AF he ſecond fort of theſe more obſcure, but yet dangerous 
| —temies tothis heavenly Science, are ſuch whoſe curious Ge- 
's lowing in a more aſpiring Current, and wanting _ 
| tory 
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An Aſtrological Judgment" onthe Year 1699, 
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Rory Fundamentals, -or Reaſon, and Moderation, right Y.t0 
read them, have in vaſt Volumes.innovated (inſtead of true - 
Aftrelogy) their own Imaginations,;,and conceited Icventions;. 
which for the,Eloquence or Learning. of thoſe Aurkors, and. 
the want of like Learning, Induſtry,true Authors,and Courage 
of others to contradiCt, have like the Rozviſh Religion ſo long. 
paſſed.as Orthodox, that it 1s at length almoſt became. He-' 
rely, Luther-like, to mention a Reformation, much mare to 
endeavoux it; however, not giving due ſatisfaction tocthers' 
equally Ingenious, hath cauted as various Opimzons. in this 
Learning, as Orders inthe Church of Rome, and thereby ren- 
dered it ſo uncertain and intricate, that ſome modern Ay- 
thors having quoted ſeveral Leaves, every one in the Daxk, 
to accept what Rules they conceive beſt. B99 

In Works of this Nature (which Aſtrologers call Mundain 
Revolutions) , Haly and Guido Bonatus, ( two of theſe Authors 
of great eſteem among our Modern Aſtrologers) adviſeth that 
if at the Suns entrance into Aries, the Sign aſcending be fixed, 


+ that one Scheme erected for thar time, ſhould ſerve for the 


whole Year ; if con:0n, but half the year; bur if 99wvadle , 
but one Quarter , -and ſo new ones for the reſt ; and thar 
Planet found Almuren of each Scheme, to be Lord of the 
Year, half, or Quarter ; which with other like erroneous Op1- 
nions not anſwering the Predi&ions thereupon grounded, have 
rendred the verity of this Art doubtful, even to her Friends 
and real Favourers.
